WASHINGTON, November 23.—The fol- 


lowing letter has been received from C 
P. Huntiugton by the secretary of th 
interior. At this moment it is of greai 
interest to that oflicial and recites mat- 
ters of considerable importance to the 
people of California: 


Dear Sir: I am in receipt almost 


daily of either clippings from news- 
papers or personal letters on the subject 
of the lands lying along the Southern 
Pacific Railroad of California, now occu- 
pied by settlers who Lave taken posses- 
sion thereof in conformity with sales 
inadu to them by the United States gov- 
ernment. Will the honorable secretary 
excuse an intrusion upon his valuable 
time and permit me, with great respect 
to call his attention to the facts con- 
cerning the present state of affaire, ami 
to urge upon'him, in the interest o 
simple justice, some action for the relief 
of innocent holders of land? 


In 1866 the United States granted cer- 


tain lands to aid in building a railroad 
from a point on the Colorado river to 
Sau Francisco (see section 18 of the act 
of the Atlantic & Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany relative to the Southern Pacific 
Kailroad Company of California.) I 
think no one has ever doubled the wis- 
dom of the grant, inasmuch as it ef- 
fected the building of the road at thai 
time, and made it possible, by means o 
the transportation facilities thus pro- 
vided, for the farmers to market their 
produce, which could not otherwise 
have been done, and also made it feasi- 
ble for the government to sell the even 
numbered sections, not granted, for 
$2.50 per acre, which was double the 
price asked for by the government for 
the same, or similar lands, without those 
facilities. 


It ia a fact that anterior to the con- 


struction of the Southern Pacific rail- 
road these lands could not have been 
sold for $1.25 per acre, while today, 
with 
the 
transportation 
facilities 


afforded by that road and necessary irri- 
gation, they are Belling at from $20 to 
$100 an acre. 


In the face of these facts the Unitcu 


States government gave notice to set- 
tlers that they 
could occupy these 


lands, that had already been granted 
to the railroad company, and in com- 
formity with such notification the set- 
tlers purchased their homes and pah 
their hard earned money to the govern 
meat. 


This necessitated on the part of the 


railroad company an appeal to the 
United States courts, which decided thai 
tho hind belonged to the railroad com- 
pany, and not to the government. The 
railioad 
company, 
having 
ulrcadj 


mortgaged these lands in order to raise 
the necessary money to aid in complet- 
ing the railroad, as it had a right to do, 
of course had to sell the bonds, whicli 
are widely scattered, not only over this 
coimtrv, buU through Western Europe. 


The builders of the road, in addition 


to the funds realized from the sale of 
the bonds, put larjic Hums of money 
into the share capita! of tho company to 
inake up the amount necessary before 
the road could bo completed, and they 
have not, up to this time, received any 
returns for thu money invested in the 
shares. 


1 have written this letter tu the hon- 


orable secretary more particularly to say 
that tho hnildurfl of the Southern Pacillc 
railroad have made no money out of UH 
construction. If they hud I would h 
willing, and would KO advise my nsuoc 
atcs. to give back to the settlors their 
hard earned 
and 
honestly-paid-oui 


money which WHS wrongly accepted h> 
tho govermont in payment for land to 
which it had no right or title under its 
own law. 


The writer well knows how hard it li_ 


to earn money in farming, and what 
self-denial and economy are necessary 
in order lo lay aside any considerable 
portion of it, for his early years were 
spent in cultivating the soil; and the 
hardship Unit results from tho savings 
acquired by such long-continued and 
patient effort is correspondingly severe. 


It is because I realize this hardship 


and injustice to innocent settlers that I 
intercede with the government for the 
return of this money to them. 


It is not merely my duty, but a pleas- 


ure to do go, more particularly as 1 fc«l 
sure that the honorable (secretary of tho 
interior department will right tho wrong 
(hat has been committed by returning to 
these hard-working farmers the money 
that ia justly duo them; or, in cafe 
there is no money in the interior dcpurt- 


nt that can hu used for this purpose, 


that you wilt do all you can to induct; 
congress to make at the earliest possible 
moment an appropriation of money that 


'1 he applied to the reimbursement, 


of settlers for the loss of land to which, 
through no fuult of their own, they 
never hail or could have title from the 
government. Very truly, 


It is not known what reply Hie emi- 


nent secretary of the interior will mitko 
to thin communication, but iu view of 
the facts in tho case, and the false pre- 
tenses of the Southern Pacific Company 
in dealing with this matter, as if their 
title to tho land was finally decided 
against the settlers, THE REL-ITJU.ICAN- 
suggests the following ae n proper reply 
to Mr. JJuntington's remarkable mis- 
sive :

Your words of sympathy for your fcr- 


mcr brethren in the industry of farm- 
ing, in their forced practice of etslE-denial 
and economy, in order to secure enough 
>[ the fruitd of their toil to eke out u 
stinted existence, after 
paying the 


freight ratea exacted by your corpora 
tiou to market their crops, has 
i 


touched me that I hasten to suggest 
method by which your sympathy urn 
be made practical, which must seem B 
just and reasonable to you that you wi 
promptly adopt it. 


My eugitestion Is thet instead of an 


noying those Industrious and deservin 
people with actions at law brought i 
courts remote from their places of resi 
dence, thereby compelling them to waste 
their substance in an unequal 
flgh 


with you for the .titles to their well 
earned homes, that you permit them to 
remain in rightful, peaceable possession 
thereof, and that your conx>ration sub- 
mit its claims for rebate, if such exist 
to thie department or to congress for re 
lief. . 


This would not only be tho manK 


and' honorable way on your part of deaf 
ing with the defenceless, but at the same 
time would protect your mortgage ant 
the-bonds, of which you speak; for 
doubtless the holders thereof would bo 
perfectly satisfied and, in fact, prefer 
the government of the United States as 
security for those obligations. 


Besides, this department is not aware 


of any decision of its own, or of any 
court of competent jurisdiction, divest- 
ing these settlers of their rightful own- 
ership or occupancy, and, until such de- 
cision shall he made, it would seem that 
your suggestions are premature ant 
your sympathy wasted.
